DON. LEWIS CABS TO TKESlDEM BPCnASAN.
Department of State, Dec. 12, 1800 sir:

The alarming cn?is in our national affairs bas
engogea your prions consideration, and in y oar
recect nief-ag- o jou have expressed to Congrcs,
8nd thititif.'h Congress to the country, the vlows
li aught with the most moucnt jus consequences
which ate low pre;cnted to the Atnerican peo-
ple lor solution. With the general priuciples
laid down in that message I fully concur, and
1 apprnia'e wlih warm sjmpatby its
patriotic appeals and supgestious. What
meatures ii is competent and proper for
ibe xecutie to adopt uiidrr existing clrcum-s'aiie- cs

is a subject which has recused your
mot cMelol attention, and with tho anxious
nope, as I ktow from having p ir'.ioipa'od lu the
deliber allot s, that tranquillity and good feeling
Uifiv be rpeidily restored to this apitatcd aud
divided Confederacy. In tonie poiuts, which I
deem ol vital impor.ancc, It has been my mis- -

roit ine to dtller trom you. Jt nus Djen my
dreided opinion, which lor some time past I
bave urged at different meetings of the Cabinet,
that additional troops should bo sent to rein-
force the t its In the harbor of Caarlcston, with
a view to their better defente, (hould they be
attacked, and that an aimed vessel should like-
wise be or.tered there to aid, if necessary, in
beoYfciue; and also, should it be required, in

the collection of the revenue, and It is yet my
opinion trat these measures should bo adopted
without ihe y. I have likewise urged
tbe opedicnoy of immediately removing
tbe Custom House at Charleston to one of the
fort 8 in port, and of making arraugemenis for
the colli clioti ol tbe duties, thereby having a
co'.kcior and other officers ready to act when
necessary, so that when the cilice may become
vacant tbe proper authority may be there to
collect the du ies cu tbe part of the United
States. I contiuHe to think that these arrange-
ments tbould be imtned'attly made. While the
right and responsibility of deciding belong
to you, it is very desirable that at this perilous
juncture there rhould be, as far as posstole,
unanimity in your councils, with a view to safe
and efficient action. 1 have, therefore, felt it
my duty to tender you my resignation of tbe
office of Secretary of State, an l to ask your
permission to retire from that official association
with yourself and the members of your Cabinet
which 1 bave enjoyed during almost four years
without tbe occurrence of a single Incident to
interrupt the personal intercourse which has so
happily existed. 1 cannot close my letter with-o- ut

bearing my testimony to tbe zealous and
earnest devotion to the best interests of the
country with which, during a term of. unexam-
pled trials and troubles, you bave sought to
discharge tbe duties of your high station.
Thanking you for tbe kindness and confidence
you bave not ceased to manifest towards me,
and wltb tbe exprets on of my warmest regard
both for yourselt and the gPDtlemen of your
Cabinet, 1 am, sir, with great respect, your
obedient servant, Lewis Cass.

To the President of tbe United States.
PRESIDENT BUCHANAN TO MR. CASS.

Washington, Dec. 16, I860. Sir: I bave re
ceived your resignation ot the office of Secretary
ol 8' ale with surprise and regret, after we bad
passed through nearly the whole term of tho
administration with mutual aud cordial friend-
ship tind regard. I cherished tbe earnest hope
that nothing might occur to disturb our official
relatl'.ns until its end. You have decided
diflerently, and 1 have no right to complain. I
must express my gratification at your concur-
rence with the general principles laid down in
my late message, and your appreciation wttn
Viairu sympathy of its patriotic appeals and
suggestions. This I value very highly, aud I
rt joice that we coDcur in the opinion that
Congress does not possess the power un-
der "the Constitution to coerce a Rtate by
force of arms to remain In the Confederacy.
The question on which we occaioually differ is
in ordciing a detbcbmeut of the army and navy
to Charleston, ancr 18 correctly stated lu your
letter of resignation. I do not intend to argue
this qucttior; sufficient to say that your
remarks npon the subject were heard by myscli
and the Cabinet with all tbe respect due to your
high position, your long experience, and your
un bit misned character; Dut vou line. l to con
vince us of the necessity and propiiety, under
existing circumstances, of adopting such a
measure. The Secretaries of War and the Navy.
throueh whom tbe orders must have issued to
reinforce the torts, did not concur In your
viewr: ana wniist tne wnoie re
sponsibility for the refusal rested
upon myseit, they were tne memoers or
the raoinet more directly Interested. You
mav have indeed correctly on this important
question, and your opinion is entitled to grave
coisidt ration, Dut under my convictions or duty,
and believing, as I do, that no present necessity
exists tor a resort to force for tbe protection of
the public property, it was impossible lor me to
bave risked a collision ot arms in ine naroor oi
Chaileston.and thereby bave defeated the reason
able hopes which I cherish for the tlual trlumnh
ot the Constitution and the Union. I have only
to aod that you will take with you into retire
ment my heartfelt wishes that the evening of
your uajs may be prosperous and happy, very
respeciluHy yours, James Buchanan.
